DETAILED ACTION 



Specification 



1. 



The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because: 



a.) Line 4, page 33, Examiner suggests applicant replace "the" before PLL with an 



b.) Line 8, page 33, Examiner suggests applicant replace "as" before times with 



an "at". 



c.) The last line of the abstract is unclear. Examiner suggests applicant rewrite the 
sentence beginning with "The synchronous clock...." for clarification purposes. 
Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 



2. Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single paragraph on a 
separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that the abstract not exceed 
150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract on the computer tape used by the 
printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology often used in patent claims, such as "means" 
and "said," should be avoided. The abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist 
readers in deciding whether there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information given in the 
title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The disclosure concerns," 
"The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure describes," etc. 



3. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 

a.) Examiner suggests applicant rewrite line 18 of page 4, for clarification purposes. 
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b.) Examiner suggests applicant rewrite the first paragraph under Summary of Invention 
for clarification purposes. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

4. The specification has not been checked to the extent necessary to determine the presence 
of all possible minor errors. Applicant's cooperation is requested in correcting any errors of 
which applicant may become aware in the specification. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

5. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

6. Claims 1-6 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the 
enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter, which was not described 
in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or 
with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 

Applicant claims a digital PLL device in claim 1, but fails to disclose a feed-back loop 
in either of the accompanying figures. Thus the PLL is not qualified as claimed. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
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7. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

8. Claims 1 and 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Carsello et al. 
(US Patent 5,872,819). 

(1) With regard to claim 1, Carsello et al. discloses in Fig. 8, a digital PLL device 
outputting a synchronous signal which is in phase with an input signal comprising: A/D 
conversion means for converting an input analog signal into a digital signal (802); arithmetic 
means for generating a threshold which is used as a reference when the digital signal is binarized 
to generate a binarized signal and a synchronous clock for sampling the binarized clock, on the 
basis of the digital signal (804); binarization means for comparing the digital signal with the 
threshold generated by the arithmetic means, and outputting a result of the comparison as 
binarized signal (806); and latch means for latching the binarized signal with the synchronous 
clock and outputting a PLL synchronous signal (826). 

(2) With regard to claim 4, Carsello et al. also discloses an oversampling digital filter for 
interpolating (814) the adjacent digital signal (col. 4, lines 60-67). 



Allowable Subject Matter 
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9. Claims 2, 3, 5, 6 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
